In 1926 secured an appropria- 
tion for the new dam, leaving the lo- 
cation to tlie stole waterways division, 
who selected tho site between the Mc- 
Henry and Plstakeo lakes, thus pre- 
cipitating the Ural flghl. In 1928 Uio 
state appropriated $26,000 for the hn- 
proveuieul of the present dam, located 
3 miles south of McHenry.

There is but one way of 
achieving tax relief — for government to spend less money.

"liECENT suggeatlons that all banks 
** In tho United States ho undbr Fc 
oral Jurisdiction, dobm away with tho 
chartering of banks by tho various 
states recalls the oppo.-iltlon to this 
plan presontcA at tho recent conven- 
tion of tho American nankors Associa- 
tion by n. S. neclit of New Orleans. 
Chairman of Us Economic Policy Com- 
mission. Mr. Ilocht said: 

"There are Just as good reasons why 
there should be state as well as na- 
tional banks, as that there, should ho 
state as well as a national government. 
I do not think that analogy U far- 
fetched. Tho states should not sur- 
render all political jurisdiction to the 
central government, and the local bust, 
noss life of tho stales should not he 
made to surrender all control over 
financial functions to national financial 
InstrumentalllloiB. There are many va- 
riations of business conditions from 
state to stato and there are special 
fiscal r^ifulrements of tho various 
slates.' * ' 

"It is entirely loElcal, Uierefore, that 
. the stales should retain the right to 
charter banks so as to mold and direct 
. their affairs" in uccortlauco with the 
states' governmental and business re- 
quiremonts and keep them adapted to 
localized sentiment' and conditions. 

"Tho argument is sometimes ad- 
ranced .that the. dual system Jeop- 
ardizes the life of the Federal Reserve 
System 'becouse under.it there Is a 
large group of banks that are free to 
remain out of or to withdraw from 
th? system. Facts and figures prove 
that this Is a specious argument. 

"It Is true that there has been some 
shifting from national to state char- 
ters especially la cases of mergers of 
large- national banks witli banks op- 
oratlngundor slate charters. However, 
the Federal Iloservo System was not 
weakened In this process because the 
merged. Institutions nlniost universally 
i retained their membership In tho sys- 
whother. teflx on b voluntary basis. Moreover, 
warrants for the records show that state bank mem- 
bers are just as good members of the 
system an national banks and the ratio 
of state bank resources In the Federal 
Reserve System Is constantly growing, 
in 1923, national banks held about 65 
per cent of the resources of reserve 
members, and stato banks about as per 
cent, while In 1929. the nationals hold 
only 80 per cent and state banks iQ

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Banking Syitcmi Help Each Other 
"Reciprocally the state and national 
banks ayatoma have helped each other. 
If the national banking law baa served 
in some respects aa something of a 
model code toward which stale hank- 
ing laws more and more liave ap- 
preached year by year, so have the 
atote codes developed valuable reforms 
which have suggested Improvements 
for tbo national laws. A great many 
undesirable competitive inequalities, 
have been wiped out by this mutual 
evolutionary process and further prog- 
retig along the Hue of uniformity so £<tr 
as Is desirable ia anticipated. 

"However. I do not believe that It it. 
a dlaadvantsge to have two banking 
codes that differ in some fcapects. It 
Is quite probable that the state bank- 
ing code in many instances represents 
a cloaer adjustment to local conditions 
than could be had under the national 
banking laws, and. (bis la a situation* 
that should be retained. There should, 
however, not be competition between 
the two banking codes.

Oh the other 
hand, when a court decision was 
handed down in Worcester,^ Masaa- 
chuaetts, yhlch rendered uncertain tbs 
position of trust asaets acquired by 'a 
national bank through a merger with 
a.stata.bsnk.
